War. Between those two conflicts, our Jarvis grandparents uprooted their families, left their parents 
and hometowns, and went west. They found opportunities and hardships and met successes and 
failures. 


They went from self-sufficiency on the Kentucky frontier to shopping in general stores that sold 
window glass, canned food, and factory-made clothing. They experienced technological miracles — the 
telegraph, steamboat, railroad, and steel plow. 

We have their census records, deeds, and death notices. We can view their lives through the prism of 
citations and history and current events of their times. But we can’t know their thoughts or dreams or 


fears. Wouldn't it be great to be able to meet them in person and experience their lives for a while. 


And this is dedicated to the Jarvis families that come after us. | hope this look at our past helps them 
appreciate their heritage. 


There’s a little bit of each of those ancestors in us. Let’s appreciate their message to us.

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West to Kentucky 


In 1791, William and Margaret Jarvis (5G) decided to leave Harford County, Maryland and go west. 
William was age 31, and Margaret was 29. 


Most of Margaret’s family was leaving Harford County and heading west to Kentucky. William and 
Margaret would accompany them. 





The Thompsons were going 


Margaret’s brothers James, Jarvis, Martin, and Gilbert Thompson and their families were all going to 
Kentucky. Maybe some of Margaret’s sisters and their families were going too. 


Even Margaret’s father, John Thompson (6G), was going. His wife Margaret Gilbert Thompson had died 
several years earlier. In his 70s, he must have reckoned that he'd go with most of his children. 


The Jarvises were going 


William and Margaret's daughters Sarah and Elizabeth had been born in Maryland. Sarah was 7, 
Elizabeth was 2. And Margaret may have pregnant with their next child Parker, who would be born in 
the newly formed state of Kentucky in 1792. That's grit. 


Several of William's cousins were leaving too. Daniel, Joshua, and Solomon Jarvis were heading to 
Kentucky. John Jarvis was moving to western Virginia (now West Virginia). 
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| don’t think these cousins traveled with William and Margaret and the Thompsons, because they 
settled in a different county in Kentucky. 


The way west 


There were three main routes into Kentucky: 


e Overland to Pittsburgh, down the Ohio River, and by land into Northern Kentucky 

e Overland to Pittsburgh, down the Ohio River, then up the Licking River or Kentucky River into 
central Kentucky 

e Overland through western Maryland, down the Appalachians to the Cumberland Gap in 
Tennessee, then by land into central Kentucky 


The first route seems most likely for our travelers. 
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Significant numbers of Marylanders began to migrate to Kentucky after 1775, lured by its rich and 
plentiful land, but the greatest migration occurred after the Revolutionary War. 


This "Maryland League", and others that followed, went overland to Pittsburgh, then down the Ohio 
River in flatboats to Maysville, and through the wilderness... 


Marylanders to Kentucky 1775-1825 
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Overland to Pittsburgh 


The first leg of the journey was overland to Pittsburgh. There were two routes, both military trails cut 
before the Revolutionary War. Forbes’ Road, the Pennsylvania Road, was the route from Philadelphia 
through Harrisburg to Fort Pitt. Braddock’s Road, the Virginia Road, ran from Baltimore northwest 
through Hagerstown to Fort Pitt.

William and Margaret Jarvis and their traveling party used one of these roads on their way west. The 
roads were passable, but narrow and dangerous in the mountain passes. 


The distance was more than 250 miles. 
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They probably used a guide that was familiar with the route, and likely traveled in a group with other 
settlers.

As they had to pack over the mountains on horse-back, they could carry but little more than their 
clothing, beds & cooking utensils. As deer, bear, and turkies were plenty, they were supplied with meat 
by hunting; their cloth was homemade, some dressed in deerskins; many yards of linen were made of 
nettles: their bread was made by pounding corn ina hommony bloc[k]. Coffee and tea were not used. At 
that time there were no store goods west of Laurel hill; all articles they could not make themselves, were 
packed over the mountains from Hagarstown, a distance of 130 miles.

On arriving at Pittsburgh, the weary travelers could rest and re-provision. By the early 1790s, a village 
had grown up around Fort Pitt, and its strategic location provided opportunities for trading and 





commerce. y 


Down the Ohio 


Pittsburgh is situated at the confluence of the 
Allegheny and Monongahela Rivers, joining to 
become the mighty Ohio River. 
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A village had grown up around the military Fort Pitt. 
By the time William and Margaret arrived in the 
early 1790s, the population of Pittsburgh was more 
than 1,000. 


One of Pittsburgh’s earliest industries was boat 
building. Commerce for trade goods between 
Pittsburgh and the Mississippi River was growing 
rapidly. And there was an ever-increasing demand to 
move families into Kentucky and the Ohio Valley. 





Pittsburgh — 1795 


Pittsburgh boat builders were turning out flatboats, barges, and keel boats. 


..during a part of the autumn of 1785 an average of eight boats passed Fort Harmar weekly, all bound 
for Kentucky. By 1787 this average had increased to ten. 


...the boats then descending the Ohio carried other cargo than passengers, most moving families being 
accompanied by horses, cattle, sheep, hogs, farming implements, and household and kitchen goods — by 
everything, in fact, necessary to begin life anew in the wilderness.

2 downriver. It was a big box, with a strong flat bottom 
and perpendicular sides. It might be partially covered 


to shelter the inhabitants from the weather. 


Flatboats were carried downriver by the current, and 
usually didn’t return after descending the river. So the 
travelers usually had to purchase the boat rather than 
just paying freightage. At the destination, the lumber 





would be sold or used for building. 

One Kentucky boat convenient for a family, between thirty and forty feet in length, costs from one dollar 
to one and a quarter per foot, making perhaps thirty-five dollars for a comfortable family boat.

Family Nibbles 


Keelboats were more sophisticated. They could 
travel upriver, either by “poling” against the 
current, or towing from the banks by ropes. 
They required a crew, so were expensive to rent. 


Emigrants were usually, at this early period, 
1789, detained for several days for a boat to be 
made ready for their use. 


The Ohio River Trade 1788-1830 





William and Margaret’s group of travelers 
arranged a flatboat for their journey down the Ohio River. Their families, animals, and household 
belongings aboard, the flatboat pushed out into the river. 


Once embarked there was no turning back, for upstream navigation in the unwieldy flatboat was next 
to impossible. The boat rode the current downstream at a speed of six miles an hour. 


Long oars, or sweeps, were uSed to steer. But keeping in the channel of the ever-changing Ohio was 
challenging. Boats often ran aground on bars, or wrecked on rocks, or were pierced by snagged trees.

The port towns of Maysville and Cincinnati provided access to northern Kentucky. 


The distance from Pittsburgh to Maysville was 392 miles, or to Cincinnati 457 miles. The boaters would 
often tie up at night. If all went well, the river journey would last less than two weeks. 


Landed in Maysville 


Our travelers landed at the head of Limestone Creek on the 
south bank of the river at the settlement of Limestone, 
recently renamed Maysville. 


Here our travelers spent some time selling or disassembling 
their boat and arranging for wagons. 





Frontiersman Simon Kenton made the first settlement here in 1775. 


Kenton met new settlers at Limestone, as the landing place was called, and escorted them inland to his 
station. In 1786 the village which grew up near Kenton’s Station was established by act of the Virginia 
General Assembly as the town of Washington. By this time, John May had acquired the land at 
Limestone and Daniel Boone established a trading post and tavern there. In 1787 the little settlement 
was incorporated as Maysville, though the name Limestone persisted well into the 19th 
century.Maysville was still a primitive site of warehouses and wharves, with few dwellings. In 1795, the 
conclusion of the Northwest Indian War reduced the likelihood of Indian attacks from across the Ohio. 
Maysville began to flourish.

Daniel, Joshua, and Solomon Jarvis 


Maysville is in Mason County, Kentucky. This is where three of William's cousins settled — Daniel, 
Joshua, and Solomon Jarvis. 


Had they settled here before William and Margaret's traveling party arrived? If so, perhaps the 
travelers stayed with the Jarvis cousins a while. 


Or had the cousins traveled with William and Margaret, and decided to stay and settle in Mason 
County? We don't know. 


Into the wilderness 


William and Margaret and the Thompsons weren't settling in Mason County. They were heading 
further west and were ready to continue their journey. 


Kentucky had just begun to be settled. There were no real roads, but there were some Indian trails that 
had been cut as wagon routes by the military. Once the travelers left the river, it was rough going.

Southwest from Maysville, the road followed the former buffalo trace and Native American trail to 
Lexington. It was called both the Maysville Road and the Limestone Road. The road was rough and 
during certain seasons practically impassable.

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When we came to the fork of Licking, we found a wagon road cut out, that led up the South fork. This 
road had been cut by Colonel [Henry] Bird, a British officer, who had ascended Licking in keel boats. They 
were several days in cutting out this road, which led to Riddle’s fort, which stood on the east side of 
Licking, three miles below the junction of Hinkson’s and Stoner’s fork.

We’re here! Now what? 


Our travelers arrived in northern Scott County, twenty-five miles north of Lexington, Kentucky. It had 
been a long and eventful journey. They had traveled more than 700 miles, over the Appalachians, 


down the Ohio River, and into the Kentucky wilderness.

Like their parents and grandparents had done, they were starting a new life in wilderness America. It 


was a long way from Harford County, Maryland. 


We don’t know what arrangements they had made for farms or housing, but here they settled. 
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Early Kentucky Years 1790s 


In 1776 there were fewer than 200 settlers in Kentucky. After the Revolutionary War, settlers began 
pouring in. 
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Native Americans were very unhappy about this encroachment into their lands. They had been pushed 
to Northwest Territory, or Indian Territory, north and west of the Ohio River. 


Native American Conflict 


American Indians lose the Ohio River Valley 


The post-Revolutionary period proved a disaster for the 
American Indians of the Ohio Valley and the Northwest 
Territory. The Indians, troubled by white incursion, and 
by the Northwest Ordinance of 1787, formed a massive 
confederacy of tribes to protect their territory north of 

the Ohio River. 





Nevertheless, the tide of war began to turn against the The Treaty of Green Ville — Howard Chandler Christy 
native tribes. In 1789, the federal government 


established Fort Washington in the new town of Cincinnati. By 1794, with the federal victory at the Battle 
of Fallen Timbers and the subsequent 1795 Treaty of Greenville (now Ohio), the Northwest Territory was 
finally considered safe for white settlement. 


Our Rich History: The Ohio River Valley was the epicenter of a major global war 
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Kentucky 1792 


In the ten years after the Revolutionary War, Kentucky’s population had increased from a few hundred 
to 74,000 in the first US Census of 1790.

By 1792, William and Margaret Jarvis (5G) had settled in 
Scott County, Kentucky.

William was age 32, Margaret 30.

Scott County extended from just north of Lexington 
é all the way north to the Ohio River and Cincinnati. 


Once the family found land to live on, shelter was 
the next priority. A lean-to or dugout might be 
built until a more substantial cabin could be 
raised. Then it was customary to build a one-room 
log cabin. William and Margaret Jarvis likely did

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Kentucky 1800 


Migration to Kentucky from the eastern states boomed in the 1790s. By 1800, the population of 
Kentucky had grown to 220,000, up from 74,000 ten years earlier. 


Scott County’s 1800 population was 8,000 — 6,100 whites and 1,900 black slaves. 


Census Tax List 1800 


Unfortunately, the 1800 census for Kentucky was lost to fire as it was burned by the British during the 
War of 1812. So we don’t have the enumerations of individual families. 


Scholars have pieced together the Kentucky tax lists for 1800, and they list heads of household on the 
tax rolls and their county of residence. 


In 1800, William and Margaret Jarvis (5G) were living in Scott County, as were Margaret’s brothers.

Shortly after 1800, William and Margaret Jarvis had moved a 
few miles north into Pendleton County.

20. Harvey, our grandfather, the youngest was 2.

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William and Margaret were living on a 100 acre farm on Fork Lick Creek. The land was rented from 
Samuel McMillan. 


Samuel McMillan and James Moody 


In July 1784, James Moody had surveyed 31,000 acres west of the South Fork of the Licking River.

McMillan rented farmland to new settlers, including the Jarvises, Conyers, Collins, and Wingates. 
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Pendleton County 1798 


In 1777, the entire Kentucky territory was one county of Virginia. By 1792 statehood, Kentucky had 
fifteen counties. 


As the population grew and spread across the state, more and more counties were created and 
subdivided. Currently, Kentucky has 120 counties. 
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R Aus usta Cove — 1738 Pendleton County was formed in 1798 from a complicated 
Botetourt Co, Ua - 7772 heritage of previous counties. It took some of Scott County, 
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So it’s Pendleton County we’re 
interested in. It was the home of 
William and Margaret’s generation of 
Jarvises. 
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Family Nibbles 


Jarvises rented a farm from McMillan 


William and Margaret had been living on that rented farm since at least 1807, and probably much 
earlier. It’s possible that they moved onto that same farm when they first arrived in the 1790s. We 
don’t know. 


Our earliest citations that associate the Jarvises with the McMillan farm are the tax lists of 1807, 1808, 
1809, etc. They all refer to William Jarvis living on 100 acres by Fork Lick Creek and owned by McMillan.

We have court citations that include William Jarvis and list some of his neighbors. Those neighbors are 
also living along Fork Lick Creek on farms rented from Samuel McMillan. 
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William Jervis and neighbors assigned to road work — July Court 1808 
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In this July 1808 citation, the court orders a group of neighbors to work for Thomas Dance in laying out 
a road. We will encounter these same neighbors in many upcoming stories — Roberts, DeHart, 
Robinson, Elder, Wingate, Conyers, Jump, and Zinn. 


And in the tax lists we see these same neighbors renting farms from McMillan along Fork Lick Creek. 


Fork Lick Creek 


Fork Lick Creek was settled by John Ewing, Fogle, Henry, John Conyers, Thompson, Thos. Dance, Hand, 


and others. 


They settled near a spring, cleared a patch of ground, raised corn and vegetables. They raised a patch of 
flax and a few sheep which constituted with here and there a patch of cotton, and the skins of a deer, the 
means by which the people were clothed.

Fork Lick Creek May 2017 


Fork Lick Creek flows from west to east and 
empties into the South Fork of the Licking 
River near the hamlets of Morgan and 


Callensville. 
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The county seat of Pendleton is Falmouth, 
located at the confluence of South Licking 
and Main Licking Rivers. Thence the Licking 
River flows north 39 miles to Covington, 
near Cincinnati, and empties into the Ohio 
River. 


The surface of the county is generally hilly, 
with narrow valleys bordering the principal 
water courses. 


The first settlement was in the valleys of the 
Main and South Licking rivers and their 





tributaries. The county then was densely 
covered with timber of almost every variety found in this latitude.

William and Margaret got settled on their farm by Fork Lick Creek. 


They were close to neighbors, some of whom were Margaret’s brothers’ families and others they had 
known in Scott County. There was a mutual dependency among neighbors. Some of their children 
were of age to help with domestic chores and farming. 


We'll look at their lifestyle in the next few stories.

Abraham Lincoln 


Abraham Lincoln’s grandfather, Captain Abraham Lincoln, moved his family 
from Virginia to Kentucky in the early 1780s. Captain Lincoln was killed at his 
home in an Indian raid in 1786. His family witnessed the attack. 


Captain Lincoln’s son, Thomas, worked at different jobs around central 
Kentucky. He married Nancy Hanks in 1806. Nancy was the illegitimate 
daughter of Lucy Hanks. 
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The family moved to a one-room log cabin three miles south of Hodgenville, Kentucky. 


Abraham Lincoln was born there on February 12, 1809. He 
was the second of three children — Sarah, Abraham, and 
Thomas, who died an infant. 


They moved to a nearby farm in the valley of Knob Creek 
when Abe was two years old. Thomas Lincoln lost most of 
his land in court disputes, and in 1816 the family moved to 





Indiana.

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In 1818, Nancy Hanks Lincoln died, leaving 11-year-old Sarah in charge of a household including her 
father, 9-year-old Abraham, and Nancy's 19-year-old orphan cousin, Dennis Hanks. Ten years later, 
Sarah died while giving birth to a stillborn son, devastating Abe 
Lincoln. 


In 1819, Thomas married Sarah Bush Johnston, a widow from 
Elizabethtown, Kentucky, with three children of her own. Abraham 
became close to his stepmother and called her "Mother." 


Abe lived in Spencer County, Indiana, from 1816 to 1830, between 
the ages of seven and twenty-one.

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A Log House 


When William and Margaret moved to a farm near Fork Lick Creek, they likely constructed a one-room 
log house. 





Kentucky’s earliest log cabins had walls of unhewn logs, stacked and 
notched. The logs’ round shape was exposed inside and out. 


Their cabins were built of logs, clapboard roofs, slab doors hung on deer 
skin thongs and earthen or puncheon floors. The latter made by splitting 
logs in two and laying the rounded sides down, flat sides up. The windows 





if any, were usually of deer skin soaked in bear grease and stretched until 
fairly thin and transparent. The chimneys were made of sticks and clay 
mixed with deer or pig hair.

By 1800, more sophisticated construction practices were 
adopted. Hewn, or squared, logs were used. This made 
the structure stronger and easier to expand or modify. 


The Kentucky builders who cut the trees, squared and 
notched the logs, sawed and mortised the timbers, and 
split the roof boards possessed an amazing amount of 
folklore about their tools and materials.

In the first decades after 1800, the builder had increasing access to glass panes for windows, door 
hinges and handles, and machine-made nails. 
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A one-pen cabin 


The typical Kentucky log house was "one-pen." The "one pen" is a square or rectangular structure with 
one open room, perhaps 16x16 feet or up to 16x20 feet.

The one-pen cabin usually had a loft built into the roof framing. The loft served as a sleeping area. 


The upstairs (generally a loft) is ordinarily reached by a narrow, steep, boxed-in stairway located by the 


fireplace; but a ladder positioned vertically against the interior wall sometimes served the same function 
in early days.

Two-pen and two-story 


A bigger house could be built — a "two-pen." This was accomplished by adding a second "pen" to a 
"one-pen" cabin. This could be added later, as needed for a growing family. 


Pioneer house builders found it rather easy to accommodate growing families by using the concept of 


double-breasting or stacking the original pen. Some stacked the pens and obtained two-story houses as a 
result. 


Double-pen houses were much in vogue among the common 
folk of Kentucky through the years.

A house could be two-story. These were not as numerous 
because they were more complicated than adding additional 
ground-level "pens." A prosperous farmer or professional 
person might have a two-story house.

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Trees 


Timber was plentiful, so Kentucky settlers found their primary building materials all around them. As 
they cleared a spot for a cabin, they stacked the logs they had just cut. 





Foundation 


Limestone or sandstone rocks, both hewn and unshaped, are the most popular means of supporting the 
foundation sills and girders in house and barn construction. These stones are usually stacked without 
mortar.

Walls 


The walls serve as both the structural support and the 
weather enclosure. The concept is simple. Stack the wall 
logs horizontally, while notching the ends to join the 
perpendicular walls. 


The spaces between the logs were filled, earlier with mud 
and hair, and later with mortar. The filler wasn’t structural, 
so it was just for weatherproofing. 
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The notch was the secret to strength and stability. There were 
= -. various notch designs. The typical design for Pendleton County was 
iT V-notching.

Roof and eaves 


The logs were mortared together, and the clapboards and rafters were held fast with wooden pegs cut 
by hand from black walnut or hickory.

Fireplace 


A mud and stone fireplace dominated one wall 
of the cabin, providing illumination and heat to 
warm its inhabitants and a place to cook their 
food.

The average farmer didn’t have the skills to 
build a working fireplace or make a window 
or frame a Staircase. So carpenters and 
stonemasons were in demand. 





James and Harvey Jarvis were both stonemasons. They were probably kept busy building fireplaces. 
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Floor 


The earliest cabins had dirt floors. By early 1800s, most had puncheon floors, made by splitting logs in 
two and laying the floor with round sides down and flat sides up.

Windows and doors 


By the time William and Margaret built their cabin around 1805, 
they probably could acquire glass for windows, and hinges and 
handles for the doors. 


The windows had wooden shutters, which would be closed for 
weather and protection. 


The log houses are often miserable looking places, full of great 
chinks; if with windows, a hat, or a petticoat, is often stuck 
through the broken panes; All this is no indication of poverty, but 
an almost certain one that you will be received with hospitality! 


...it is a custom, originating in the difficulty of procuring glass.

Nails 


The nails in use before 1800 were wrought nails, individually handmade by a blacksmith. Wrought nails 
are square in cross section and taper on all four sides to a point. The head of the nail was hand-forged 
with hammer blows, and wrought nails are often called rose-head nails because of the floral quality of 
the heads. 
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Cut nails, formed mechanically from sheet iron, were invented in the 1790’s, but their use is not common 
until about 1810. Cut nails also have square shanks, but these are wedge shaped, tapering on two 
opposite sides. Cut nails have square heads. 


The modern wire nail, or round-shank nail was invented in the middle of the nineteenth century, and its 
use became common after the Civil War.

Furnishings 


Furnishings generally were sparse and crude-a few 
chairs or split log benches, perhaps a couple of tables 
made from logs, a bedstead or two, a cradle, maybe a 
cup-board or chest for storing bedding and clothing, a 
spinning wheel, and a loom.

Log cabin vs. log house 


Thaddeus Harris, a travel writer, noted in 1803 that "the temporary buildings of the first settlers are 
called cabins." He explained that cabins "are built with unhewn logs, the interstices between which 

are stopped with rails, calked with moss or straw, and daubed with mud." This is something like the 
cabin with no fireplace William Sudduth described. In contrast, according to Harris, "if the logs be 
hewed; if the interstices be stopped with stone, and neatly plastered; and the roof composed of shingles 
nicely laid on, it is called a log house."

They're all set 


William and Margaret were settled on their rented farm by 1805 and had built a log house. 
In 1805, William was 45, Margaret 43. They had been in Kentucky about 13 years. 


Their family numbered 11. That's a crowd for a one-room house. But it was theirs. Their children were 


growing up.

During one of my trips to Kentucky, | had the treasured experience of staying — f é A PTT "mm ^ S 


in an 1800s log cabin. d LM 
Judy Mullins’ family was in Pendleton County at the same time as the Jarvises. 
She still has family land along Scaffold Lick Creek, a few miles south of Fork 
Lick Creek. 


A few years ago, she rescued an 1810-era log cabin that was slated for 
demolition. She moved it to her family's legacy land with the intention of 
using it for her art studio, and renting it out as a B&B. 
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So for a few wonderful days, | stayed in the cabin. After a day of genealogy research and exploring, | 
would retire to the cabin for an evening of quiet and introspection. 





The cabin had no electricity or water. No heat or cooling. No cell phone reception. An outdoor cold- 
water tank for a shower. An outhouse. A stream out back. 
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It was a classic one-room cabin, probably just like the Jarvises. The main room had a stone fireplace 
hearth on one wall. The loft was the bedroom, accessible by steep steps like a ship's ladder. 





Dinner hour was my favorite. There were plenty of candles. And a great porch. My Subway sandwich 
and bottle of wine were never better. 
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When it got dark, it was time to go to bed. 





| was, for a few days, William Jarvis. 





Judy Mullins has since wired the cabin for electricity and piped water to the outside. She reasoned, 
“It’s too hot in summer to rent, and it’s too cold in winter.” Luckily, | was there in May, and the 
weather was perfect.

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Domestic Chores 


Life in pioneer Kentucky was not for the faint-hearted. It was hard- 
scrabble. 


Yet land was cheap, game was plentiful, and timber was all around. The 
necessities of life could be found within the confines of the homestead 
and farm. Self-sufficiency was paramount. 





Women, girls, and younger boys had an overwhelming number of tasks. Margaret Jarvis was fortunate 
to have several daughters of age to help. 


Daughter Sarah married neighbor John Hazelwood in 1807, when she was 22. So she began her own 
life of domestic chores with her new husband. 


In 1807, Elizabeth was 17, Malinda was 11, Margaret 6, and Susannah 5. 





Sons Parker and James were 15 and 13, so old enough to help William in the field. Sons Gilbert and 
Harvey were 9 and 4. 


Food and Cooking 


As important as shelter, procuring and preparing food required the bulk of the settlers’ everyday 
effort. 
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Foods 


There was a surprising variety of available foods, especially in 
spring, summer, and fall. The family’s livestock provided eggs, 
butter, milk, cheese, as well as meats. 


The farm and gardens contributed corn for many purposes and 
garden vegetables. They dried fruits and vegetables for winter. 


They salted or smoked meat to preserve it. 








Many families kept bees, as the honey could substitute as a sweetener. 


In the early spring, maple trees could be tapped for their sap, which boiled down into a thick, sweet syrup 
or a granular sugar. 


Wild berries were gathered in the early summer and made into pies. Nuts and autumn fruits, such as wild 
grapes and crab apples, added a welcome change to the diet.

Many a pioneer woman brought her carefully selected seeds along with her “over the roads”, vegetable 
seeds, apple seeds, peach stones and even a few flower seeds. These she kept in gourds, dividing and 
exchanging them with her neighbors.

They carried water from a spring, or directly from Fork Lick Creek. Rainwater may have been collected 
in a barrel. 
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Cooking 


Cooking was done at the open fireplace using kettles and spits. The dinner 
kettle was the Swiss Army Knife of the kitchen. It was used to roast meats, 
make soups and stews, and to bake bread and cakes. 





To cook breads we would put hot coals on top of the kettle; 
therefore, the bread would get brown on top. If you saw that the 
bread was getting brown too fast, you could take some of the 
coals off the top.

Kitchen tools and utensils were few — iron pots and skillets. 
Plates were tin or pewter or even wood, and cups and 
spoons could be made from gourds or wood. 


They gathered wood for cooking, and set in enough for 
winter for both cooking and heating.

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Corn and Hominy 


Every farm family grew corn. It was a staple of the diet, food for livestock, and a cash crop. 





Drying Corn 


Corn meal was used in baking, hominy for grits and other dishes, and of course ears of corn for 
roasting. 


The hominey block was made from a stump, the middle of which was burned out 
to fit the pestle. 


Meal was made by grating the corn by hand on a crude homemade grater. By 
mixing the meal and water to a certain consistency, the housewife made her 
"Johnny cakes"

They made their alkali by leaching wood ashes and made their own soap from this 
alkali and kitchen grease. They made a lye hominey by steeping new corn, in 





whole grains, in this strong alkali to remove the outer husks.

Candles and soap 


They made their own lye, and from it made soap. Candles were made by 
dipping a wick into tallow, then repeatedly dipping again in tallow to build 
up the thickness.

Saving and borrowing fire 


We're all familiar with the concept of borrowing a cup of flour from a neighbor. But l'd never heard of 


borrowing fire. 


It was necessary to save fire in the fireplace from breakfast until 
dinner, and from dinner until suppertime. If it died out, they'd have 
to create a new fire. To do this, they would usually take and go to 
their neighbors and borrow fire.

And l'd not heard of getting a chunk of fire to take home. Like carry-out. 


It seems that people, at least those in central Kentucky, would go 
to the new ground at the onset of winter and start a stump 
burning. When in need of new fire, neighbors could go to the 
stump and get a chunk of fire to take home with them.

Clothing 
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Grazing the livestock 


It was common to keep the livestock in a small corral or fence at night, but to turn them out to graze 


during the day. 


The best that could be done was to pasture the live-stock in the woods near 
by, where they found plenty of green food. Each cow wore a bell; therefore, 
as long as the herd kept together there was little difficulty in finding them at 
night, but we had a task when any of them strayed. 


Soon after our fathers went away Israel and Billy made a rail fence inclosing 
a small bit of land in the rear of the cabin, where the animals could be kept 
together during the night; it was the duty of Jemima Boone and me to drive 
the herd home before sunset.

Is there anything else? 


Well, yes. Families tended to have lots of children. Those children could help with chores and farming. 


But it also means the woman of the house was pregnant and had infant children to care for while being 
responsible for all these other tasks. 





Were those the good old days? 


Margaret Jarvis had given birth to nine children over her married life. By 1807, her children were ages 
22 to 4. 


Margaret had come to Kentucky fifteen years ago, when she was 30. In 1807, Margaret was age 45. 
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Farm and Livestock 


While the women and younger boys did all the domestic chores, the men 


and older boys worked the farm and livestock. 


William Jarvis had several sons and some good neighbors for help with 


farm work. 





In the 1810 census, there are five males in William’s household. Two boys are under age 10; those 
were Gilbert, actually 12, and Harvey, age 7. There were two boys 10 to 15; those were Parker, age 18 


and William age 16. And there was one male over 45; that was William, age 50.

So William had three, maybe four boys of age to help him with the farm and livestock. 


Notice some of William's nearby neighbors — Conyers, Wingate, Collins, Jump, and Zinn. Also notice 


neighbor Fountain Mullins (of Mullins Log Cabin family). 
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There were five females in the household. Sarah, the oldest daughter, had married in 1807, so wasn’t 
living at home. Three girls were ages 10 to 15; Malinda, age 14, Margaret, age 10, and Susannah, age 9. 


Elizabeth, age 20, wasn’t married yet, but doesn’t seem to be listed. Margaret is the female over 45. 
She’s age 48. 
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1810 US Census — Pendleton County Summary 


The census summary for Pendleton County listed the county population as 3,061, more than double 
the count in 1800. Of those 3,061, 386 were slaves. 


Corn 


Most families planted several acres in corn. It was used to feed the family and their animal stock and 
sold as a cash crop to earn what little money the family needed to buy goods they didn't make. 





William didn't get the best pick whee je and his e sequined land from Samuel McMillan. Much 
of William’s land was wooded valleys that drained into the creek. 
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We don’t know how much land he cleared for a corn 



















crop, but it most certainly was less than the 100 acres. 


Clearing the land of timber for crops was hard work. 
After felling trees, the stumps and roots must be pulled. 
Prying, pulling, chopping, burning — anything to get the 
roots and truck out. 


The men of the family generally prepared the land for 
planting (using a mattock and axe to rid the virgin soil of 
roots and a scrub brush and a plow and hoe to cultivate 
the earth); The major crop was corn, but most families 
also had a truckpatch planted in wheat, oats, beans, 
squash, turnips, potatoes, and melons.

Livestock 


Livestock was an important part of early Kentucky life. Most families owned a few cows. And most 
raised pigs. 
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In 1811, William Jarvis’ neighbor Jacob Wingate died. The Wingate farm was adjacent to the Jarvis farm 
on the south. William was bonded with widow Patsy Wingate as administrators of Jacob’s estate.

Stock ran at large in the county, as well as in town. 


When Falmouth Was a Babe in Swaddling Clothes - Dr. H. C. Clark 


It was common to keep the livestock in a small corral or fence at night, but to turn them out to graze 
during the day. 


Stray livestock 


Since animals were often left to graze outside fenced areas, they often strayed away from their 
owner's farm. Usually a neighbor would recognize a stray animal and notify the owner. But not always. 


If livestock strayed onto your farm, and you couldn't identify the owner, you could either report the 


J (t 


stray to the court, or bring the animal to the county's "stray pen" in Falmouth. 


The stray pen was important. In the following court record from August 1810, the county 
commissioners ordered a report of the condition of the jail, stocks, and stray pen. The stray pen was in 
good condition. Unfortunately, the report showed "the jail in a very imperfect state; And although 
your Worships did, a few years ago, cause three locks to be furnished for the Jail, we find that 
but one of them remains." 
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Pendleton County Court — August 1810 
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For the Jarvises and their neighbors, it was impractical to take the stray animal to the stray pen in 
Falmouth. Falmouth was over four hours away, and the stray probably belonged to someone nearby. 


In these cases, you could report the stray to the court the next time you visited Falmouth. And the 
owner of a missing animal could check the court record the next time they visited Falmouth. 


Here’s an example of reporting a stray animal to the court. In 1817, William Conyers, husband of 
Elizabeth Jarvis Conyers, reports a stray bay filly with white hind feet that he is keeping at his farm. 





Livestock mark 


To identify your livestock, it was important to register your mark, or 
brand. Without a mark, it could be difficult to identify or claim a 
stray. 


In an 1814 court record, William Jarvis records his mark as "a crop 
off of the right ear and a hole in the left ear.^ 
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Wolf Scalps 


There was also a variety of carnivorous animals, such as the panther, wild-cat, foxes, wolves, etc., which 
prowled around the cabins and frequently destroyed sheep, pigs, poultry, etc., of the settlers. 


The sheep and other stock ran in the woods, the sheep being penned up at night close to the house to 
keep the wolves from getting them.

Wolves were such a problem that the court paid bounties for wolf scalps. Court records are full of 
recorded bounty payments.

In this November 1811 court record, the court paid bounties for 24 wolf scalps over six months old at 
$1.50 each and 6 scalps under six months old at $1.00 each.

The neighbors bought too 


On the same day, July 12, at least five of the Jarvis neighbors also bought their farms from Samuel 
McMillan. 
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Deeds from Samuel McMillan — July 12, 1813 
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Like the Jarvises, all these neighbors had been living on these same farms for many years, renting from 
Samuel McMillan. Now, as of July 12, 1813, they all purchased their farms. 


It seems like McMillan wanted to convert the farms from rentals to sales. He was getting along in age. 
Perhaps he was getting his finances in order. 


In support of this theory, we find that in 1819 John Hazelwood and Sarah Jarvis Hazelwood bought a 
nearby farm from the heirs of Samuel McMillan. So McMillan had died sometime between 1813 and 
1819. 


Fork Lick Creek 


All the deeds referenced Moody’s Survey, and Fork Lick Creek. 


^.in Pendleton County out of Moody's Survey lying being, Situate on Fork Lick Creek, a branch 
of the south fork of the Licking, and bounded as follows, viz:..." 





And then each deed continued with a description of its own “metes and bounds”, the old-time way of 
describing a parcel of land. 


From William’s deed: 


“Beginning at two sugar trees, and dogwood thence east 200 poles to three large white oak 
thence north 80 poles to three black oak saplings thence west 200 poles to two white oaks and 
black oak in Conyers line thence south with the said line 80 poles to the beginning.”

Our luck ran out. None of the other neighbor deeds have a common property line. But they must be 
nearby. And they're all on Fork Lick Creek. Maybe we can find it somewhere along the creek. 
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Here’s an 1884 map of the Callensville precinct in southern Pendleton County. It shows Fork Lick Creek. 
In 1820, Grant County was created from the west half of Pendleton County, so this 1884 map shows 
both counties. The Jarvis farm could be in either county in this map. 
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Our deeds are 70 years earlier than this map, but maybe we can glean something. Looking at the 
farmers’ names on the maps, we recognize a few — Thompson, Dance, Robinson, and Hume. But none 
that help us locate the Jarvis farm. 


Grant County Library to the rescue 


The location of these lands on the waters of Fork Lick Creek had puzzled me for several years. 


Determined to find them, | stopped by Pendleton County, Kentucky on my way home from a Maryland 
research trip, with the express goal of locating the Jarvis and Conyers 1813 farms. 


| soent some time in Grant County, as it was partitioned from the western part of Pendleton County in 
1820. | hadn’t been to Grant County before. 
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On genealogy trips, Sundays are for libraries, because court houses and historical societies aren’t open. 
| was spending a pleasant Sunday at the Grant County Library. They had a small genealogy and history 
section, and | was browsing the shelves. The librarian asked if l'd like to see some maps and map books 
that were too large to fit on the shelves. Of course. 


Eureka! The Atlas of Grant County Kentucky 1858, by Thomas H. Hutzelman, 1998. Hutzelman spent 
several years abstracting and plotting the deed descriptions and then computer generating the deed 

plots for Grant County. Luckily, he also plotted a few properties that were overlapping or adjacent to 
Grant County in Pendleton County. And there on Plate 26 is Dennis Conyers’ farm.

The land is just east of the 
Grant County / Pendleton County line. And there’s Fork Lick Creek. 
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From our earlier deed description of the common Jarvis line, it’s easy to plot the William Jarvis 
farm. And from Plate 26, we can locate other neighbors. 
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Hutzelman comments on the deeds on this Plate 26: 


Deeds in the northeast part of this map were scarce. They may have been recorded in Pendleton County, 
or the area just may not have been heavily settled by 1858. 


In 1858, much of this tract was still not sold to settlers, it being full of steep hills and hollows.

Value in today's dollars

Recall that William Jarvis and five of his neighbors bought their farms from Samuel McMillan on the 
same day, July 12, 1813. 





William and Margaret paid 20 pounds for their 100 acre farm. Dennis Conyers paid 10 pounds for his 
100 acres. Ralph Collins, 10 pounds for his 100. Robert McMillan, 16 pounds for his. 
ONE 
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One pound note — Bank of England — 1810 








Some people didn't trust dollars. Perhaps Samuel McMillan required that William Jarvis and neighbors 


pay him in pounds. 


Using our exchange rate of $4.44 - £1, the price of the Jarvis farm in dollars would have been $88.80. 
That was $0.89 per acre. 


Now let's calculate the value today, based on our conversion of one 1810 dollar to $21.17 today. So 
William's purchase of $88.80 (20 pounds) in 1813 calculates to a value of $1,880. 


OK, that seems reasonable. But is it? That's hard to say without comparing it to land prices near a city, 
or by a waterway or road. Fork Lick Creek is out in the sticks. 
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Land, by comparison, was cheap — more people could more easily afford land than they can today. It 
was also cheaper to build a house than it is today, since someone could simply cut down trees on his 
property or on unclaimed land, fashion lumber from them, and build a crude cabin with the help of a few 
neighbors.

According to the University of Kentucky study, William and Margaret's farm today would be worth 
$360,000 ($3,600 per acre) if considered as pasture. More if cropland, less if woodland. 


This value of $360,000 is far more than the $1,880 we calculated using dollar inflation. 


Perhaps our conversion factor is wrong. Way wrong. But if it's somewhat correct, then William and 
Margaret got a tremendous bargain on their farm in 1813. 


Let's keep going. 
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The price of consumer goods 


The best way to evaluate what various goods were worth in “today’s money” is to examine probate 
inventories and bills of sale and use your own judgment. Compare the listed values of household goods, 
tools, slaves, and land; look at what everyone owned as opposed to what very few people owned.

William and Margaret's farm price was very cheap compared to Kentucky land prices today. 
Tools and furniture prices were similar to today's value. 

Livestock and gun prices were very cheap compared to the prices today. 


Some service prices were a steal, like overnight tavern stays and horse pasturage. Other 
service prices, like food and drink, were similar in value to today.

Wages and income 


We’ve looked at the cost of goods and services. Some were bargains, some were similar in value to 
today’s prices. 


Could William and Margaret afford to buy these goods and services? How did they have the currency 
or trade goods to spend? 


There were several ways to acquire currency. 


e Sell cash crops and livestock 
e Barter using labor or crafts 


e Practice a trade, like stone mason 


Families could sell or barter for the crafts and foodstuffs and cash crops they produced. Sometimes it 
was called “Country Pay.” Often, merchants would keep a ledger book on each family’s country pay. 
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Hides were tanned. The tanbark was stripped from oak trees and brought to town by the county folk and 
sold to the tanner, or traded to him for leather. In those days, nearly every article of produce was legal 
tender at the stores and business houses, and not much money changed hands in the various 
transactions between business people and the citizens of the county.

A contemporary historian gives presumably authentic daily rates for carpenters and bricklayers in several 
States for the period 1815-1817, as follows: 

Bricklayers. —S1.50 in New York and South Carolina; $2 in Pennsylvania; S1 in Ohio; and S3 per M. in 
District of Columbia. 

Carpenters. —S1.50 per day in Maine and New York and $1 in Ohio 


Another contemporary writer quotes a general average for the whole country in the following decade as 
$1.45 for carpenters and $1.62 for masons.

Using this source, perhaps we can ascribe a daily wage of $1.50 for a mason in Kentucky. 
Once again, we'll apply our conversion to today’s dollars — one 1810 dollar = $21.17 in today's dollars. 


A daily wage of $1.50 would be equal to a 2020 wage of $31.76 per day. If the conversion rate is valid, 
then an 1810 mason was paid less than a 2020 mason.

An 1810 daily wage of $1.50 converts to a 2020 wage of $31.76 per day. The actual 2020 
wage for a mason would be 5 to 10 times that. At $20/hour to $40/hour, that daily wage 
would be between $160 and $320. 


Summary 


It's apparent that we can't use a single inflation factor for different goods and RS 
services and wages. Just like today, prices increase at different rates. Health con pre d 


care prices have increased more than electronics prices. Food prices more 


than gasoline.

Baptists 





In 1795, Baptist preacher Alexander Monroe formed the Forks of Licking Baptist congregation in the 
county seat of Falmouth. The group met at members’ houses once a month. 


Falmouth was fifteen miles away from the Jarvis homestead, more than a four hour walk. But Monroe 
sometimes held his monthly service at Point Pleasant, about nine miles southwest of Falmouth. The 
Jarvises were close to Point Pleasant, so they became acquainted with his preaching there. 
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Alexander Monroe was the officiant at the marriages of the first three Jarvis children — Sarah in 1807, 
Elizabeth in 1812, and James in 1814.

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So if the Jarvises practiced any religion, it was Baptist. The early 19th century Baptists were as strict as 
the 18th century Quakers had been. No dancing, drinking, or lotteries! 


Here are some interesting Baptist meeting records — paying Rev. Monroe, buying lottery tickets, and 
dancing. 
September 23, 1809 — The Church of Christ at Licking met according to agreement. after prayr and 
preaching by Brother Webb proceeded to business. The Church agreed that Brother John Routt apply to 
the members towards paying Brother Alexander Monroe for past services. The Church also agreed to 


build a Meeting house 30 feet by 20 feet of hew logs. 


March 23rd, 1816 — The Church met agreeable to appointment. after Divine worship proceeded to 
Business. A question was put to the Church to know Whether her members was justifiable in bying tickets 


in lotterys or not. With one voice they Condemnd it. 
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April the 24th, 1818 — The Church met agreeable to appointment. after Divine worship proceeded to 
Business. Then the Charge against polly washburn for dancing was taken up & She Came forward Confest 
her fault and Said She hoped She had found Repentance and the Church freely forgive her. 


North Fork Baptist Church Records - August 1799 - February 1854 


The Forks of Licking Baptist congregation began to decline, and merged with North Bend congregation. 


Still, membership lagged. 


In 1802, it numbered fifty-four members, and, the next year, entered into the constitution of North Bend 
Association. This was just at the close of the great revival. From this period the church declined, til 1812, 
when it numbered only twelve members. 


A History of Kentucky Baptists - J. H. Spencer - Chapter 19 - 1885 


Just a guess, but maybe membership declined because people liked dancing. 


Methodists 


The next Christian denomination that held regular meeting in the county was the Methodist. A 
gentleman by the name of Robert Groves was perhaps the first Methodist who preached in the county. In 
a few years he was replaced by the regular circuit rider, who preached at private houses and school- 
houses, generally preaching every day in the week, organizing classes and churches wherever an 


opportunity presented itself.

Methodist Church, Drew University 


The Jarvises were introduced, perhaps converted, to the Methodists when they began marrying the 
Robinsons. Several of the Robinsons were Methodist preachers — David and Jesse and Elias and... 
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David Robinson presided at four Jarvis weddings — Malinda in 1816, Susannah and Margaret in 1819, 
and Harvey in 1822.

So now some of the Jarvises were Methodists. 


We don’t know whether William and Margaret were followers of either denomination. But we will see 
that the next few generations of Jarvises are mostly Baptists and Methodists. 


The Methodists and Baptists were the acknowledged pioneers in propagating the Gospel of our Lord and 
Saviour in Pendleton.

Education 


During the years the Jarvises were in Pendleton County, there were no schools. 


Not until 1836 did Kentucky establish a system of common schools. But by 1844, Pendleton County had 
only one school. 


The scarcity of the schools could not have been for the want of children, because the county reported 
1,314 children between the ages of 6 and 20 years. 


The Schools of the County - Papers of E.E. Barton 
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l've not found any other information about schools in Pendleton County during the years 1790 to 1825. 
We don’t know if there was a teacher in the neighborhood who may have given the children some 
basic education. 





The 1850 census was the first that recorded “Persons over 20 years of age who cannot read & write.” 
| perused that census for Harvey Jarvis and his siblings: 


e Sarah Jarvis Hazlewood cannot read & write 

e Elizabeth Jarvis Conyers can read & write 

e Parker Jarvis can read & write 

e James William Jarvis died 1840; don’t know 

e Malinda Jarvis Robinson can read & write 

e Gilbert Jarvis can read & write 

e Margaret Jarvis Robinson died 1842; don’t know 
e Susannah Jarvis Robinson can read & write 


e Harvey Jarvis can read & write 


Sarah was the only sibling in the 1850 census that could not read or write. Two siblings had died, so we 
don’t know about them. Six other siblings were able to read and write by 1850. 


Based on the above facts, let’s guess that the Jarvis children 
learned to read and write while they were young in Kentucky. 
It seems unlikely that all six could have learned as adults. 


We can also see in the 1850 census that mother Margaret 
Jarvis could read and write, so perhaps she taught the 
children at home. 
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The First Roads 


When William and Margaret arrived in Kentucky, there were almost no 
roads. 


There were buffalo traces, Native American trails, and a few military 
cut roads. 


The old routes 





In 1790s Scott County, and later Pendleton County, there were three 
routes north to the Ohio River and Cincinnati: 


e The Licking River, north from Falmouth, by flatboat or barge. 
e Bird's War Road, through Morgan, just west of Falmouth, then north and south 


e The Dry Ridge, a north-south route on hilltops through Williamstown with no water crossings 
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Licking River was the principal water outlet for Pendleton County in the early days. And for a long time, 
that stream was crossed by fording with horses and oxen, or ferrying on flat boats. 


Many of the roads followed the old Indian trails, up the steep hills, to ridges, from which the riders of 


horses had better points of observation. 


After Fifty Years - Rev. Joel Buell Shomaker - The Falmouth Outlook - September 9, 1932 


For long distances this pioneer trace followed the great drainage divide-Dry Ridge-between the waters of 
Licking on the east and the springs falling into Elkhorn and Eagle Creeks, tributaries of the Kentucky 


River, on the west.

Everyone wanted roads 


As Kentucky got settled, everyone wanted a road. In Pendleton County, there was no way to travel east 
and west. Getting from the Jarvis farm on Fork Lick Creek to the county seat of Falmouth meant oraig 


creeks, crossing hills, and trekking through thick woods. It 
probably took four or five hours to travel the 15 miles. 


Who made the roads? 


The first roads in Pendleton County were marked out and 
surveyed by people appointed by the courts. Then the 


people living along those routes would help build and 


maintain them, by grading and knapping rock to pave 
them. The creeks in those days didn’t have bridges, they 


were all forded. 


The Settlement of Pendleton County - Mildred Bowen Belew 


The residents and courts were very aggressive in planning 
roads. The earliest court records in Pendleton County are 
dominated by orders and reports for roads. 
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Court orders for roads 
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Ordering a road 


Once the path of a new road was approved, the court assigned residents living within a mile of the 
roadway to work on its construction. 
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Road — Weclendchans ford at Crooked eem to Owens Road — 1808. Assam William Jarvis 
and all his neighbors to work on the road. 


In this July 1808 court record, the court appointed Thomas Dance surveyor of a road from 
McClenachan's ford at Crooked Creek to Owens road, and assigns the hands to work on it, according to 
law: William Jarvis, John Roberts, William Dehart, Zachariah Robinson, William Elder, Jacob Wingate, 
Dennis Conyers, John Jump, John Zinn, and John Dance. 


Cutting the road 


Road work wasn't easy. Residents were 
expected to devote one day per week to road 
work. 


The roads were to be cut 15 feet wide. Where 
the road passed through thick woods, that 
meant dozens or hundreds of trees to fell and 
stumps to pull or burn. 


There were no bridges. Where a road needed to 
cross a creek, the surveyor looked for a shallow 





part of the creek to ford. 


Often the roads took years to complete. Workers would die or move away. Some wouldn't devote time 
and were punished by the court. Sometimes the work didn't progress. 
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The road was finished 


Maybe the road work was complete, but the roads were still very primitive. 


Fifty years ago the roads of Pendleton County were not the best highways in Kentucky. Some of the roads 
were almost impassable during the Winter months, even for horseback riding, and that was the way 
most people traveled in those days. Visitors from other parts of Pendleton and Campbell Counties often 
referred to the road from Falmouth to Williamstown as “Muddy Lane”, or some other name not quite so 


easy to speak. 


After Fifty Years - Rev. Joel Buell Shomaker - The Falmouth Outlook - September 9, 1932 
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Here's an account by John Palmer, a traveler along the Dry Ridge road in 1818. 


19th July, Saturday. This morning we found the road very intricate, 
being little more than a horse-path crossed by numerous others, the 
track of wheels being hid in the grass. After some time, we found the 
road more difficult, trees crossing the narrow path, and every 
indication of having lost our way, however we kept the only path we 
could see, till we observed a log-house, situate in a fine vale, about 
half a mile to our right, and embosomed in the surrounding forest. | 
dismounted, and went to enquire our route; the farmer directed me, 
but expecting, or as he said, suspecting, we should go wrong, he 
obligingly came after us, kept along with our horses some time, and 
at parting, directed us to ride about a furlong up the stony bed of a 
shallow creek, and then take the right side, and bear towards the 
summit till we came to the road, which was about a mile off. 





Journal of Travels in the United States - 1818 - John Palmer 
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Road from William Arnold’s to Dennis Conyers 


l'd seen numerous court orders for work on a road from William Arnold’s to Dennis Conyers. Let's take 
a closer look at this road. It's a case study for the early roads of Pendleton County. 


1810 - Dennis Conyers viewed the road 


In 1810, the court ordered Dennis Conyers "to view and mark out a road the nearest and best way 
from William Arnold to Dennis Conyers." In June, Conyers reported that he had done so. 





To "view" the road meant to select a route. To "mark" the road meant to denote landmarks along the 


viewed route. 
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1810 — The court orders the road 


In August 1810, the court ordered that the road be established as viewed and reported. 
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At the same August 1810 session, the court appointed Prue Hume as surveyor of the road from William 
Arnold's to Dennis Conyers and allowed Hume all the hands within a mile and a half on either side of 
the road. 
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1810 — Assigned hands 


At the next month’s court, in 





September 1810, the court assigned 
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the following hands to work on the 
road — William Arnold, David Norton,

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1813 - William Jarvis surveyor 


In August 1813, the court assigned William Jarvis as surveyor of the road, replacing Prue Hume. Work 
had been underway for three years. 
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The court allowed the following hands — John Crowder, William Jarvis, John Hazlewood, Dennis 
Conyers, John Zinn, Ralph Collins, Thomas Hawkins, Zedock Hawkins, David Norton, William Fugate, 
Joseph Mazingo, William Arnold, and John Fugate. 


We can recognize most of these neighbors' names. They've been in several of our previous stories. 
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1814 — Workers assigned to William Jarvis 


Another year and a half passed. The December 1814 court assigns workers to William Jarvis for work 
on the road. They are William Cooper, John Conyers, William Conyers (husband of Elizabeth Jarvis 
Conyers). 
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1817 — Jarvis replaced by Hawkins 


Seven years after the road was ordered, and four years after he was appointed surveyor, William Jarvis 
resigned. The court “Ordered that Thomas Hawkins be appointed surveyor of the Road from 
William Arnold’s to Dennis Conyers in the room of William Jarvis resigned and that he be 
allowed the same hands to work on said road according to law.“ 
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William Jarvis was getting along in years. In 1817, he was 57. Maybe the work was too arduous. Or 
maybe he figured he’d given four years and that was his fair share. 
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1821 — Jesse Conyers is surveyor, Harvey Jarvis worker 


By 1821, Jesse Conyers, one of Dennis’ sons, was appointed surveyor in place of Thomas Hawkins, who 
was now in Grant County by virtue of the new county’s creation from the west part of Pendleton 
County in 1820. 





But Harvey Jarvis (4G) was still in Pendleton County, and he was assigned to work on the road along 
with other neighbors. Harvey was age 18. 


The road had been ordered 11 years earlier. Presumably, it was nearing completion. We see some map 
markings that date the road to 1820 and 1822. 
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The road today 


One of my visits to Kentucky included a visit to Grant County. Since Grant County was formed from the 
west half of Pendleton County in 1820, | wanted to see what | could find there. 


You recall my “Eureka” find at the Grant County Library, where | 
found the location of Dennis Conyers’ and William Jarvis’ farms. 
Well, Grant County had another gift awaiting me. 


The courthouse and library are in Williamstown, the county seat. 
And what’s next door to the courthouse? The house of William 
Arnold! 


William Arnold is the “William” in “Williamstown.”

William Arnold house — 1811 


William Arnold moved to Kentucky in 1783. He was a prominent citizen, becoming a Justice of the 
Peace in Pendleton County. 


Arnold was one of the founders of Grant County, and he was the first sheriff. He donated land for the 
town of Williamstown, his namesake. 
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Let’s find the road 


Now we know the location of Dennis Conyers farm, and we know the location of William Arnold’s 
house. So now we can investigate the road between the two. 


The road they laid out is the Cynthiana Road (Old Cynthiana Road), much of which is still in use today.

Cynthiana Road — Dennis Conyers to William Arnold's 


The road today runs from Williamstown to the north bank of Fork Lick Creek, just north of Conyers 
farm. The road continues about a half mile south of the creek. 


The road today doesn’t ford the creek. There’s another road a mile east, John Denny Road, that has a 
bridge over Fork Lick Creek. 
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Today, you can use the road from Williamstown to the north side of the creek. And you can use the 
road on the south side of the creek. But the road doesn't ford the creek nowadays. 
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That leaves a half mile of the old road unused — from the middle of Conyers farm to the south bank of 
Fork Lick Creek. This part of the road must be just like it was years ago. Maybe it’s just as William Jarvis 


and his neighbors constructed it.

The roads today 


Over time, roads were cut throughout Pendleton and Grant Counties. Many of today’s roads follow 
those original 1800s road routes. 
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Today, there’s hardly a straight stretch of road in the two counties. 
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William Jarvis (BG) 1760-1823 


William Jarvis died in January 1823. He was 62. 





William’s wife Margaret (5G) survived him and was living on their farm on Fork Lick Creek. Harvey (4G), 
age 20, had just married in 1822. Most of the other children were married and living elsewhere. 


We'll catch up with the rest of the family in the next post. For now, let's look at William Jarvis’ 
interesting life. 


William's grandparents 


William's great-grandmother Elizabeth Jervis (8G) 
had come to Chester County, Pennsylvania from 
England with the first Quakers. 


His grandfather Joseph Jervis (7G) had come from 
England as a child with his mother Elizabeth, 
Joseph later moved to Lancaster County and 
raised a family with his wife Esther (7G). 





William's father and mother 


William's father James Jervis (6G) was born in Lancaster County in 1740. James moved from Lancaster 
to Uwchlan Township in Chester County and married in 1759

Born in Uwchlan Township 


William was born in 1760 in Uwchlan Township, Chester County, Pennsylvania. 





William’s mother died, probably when he was born. Grandmother Esther (7G) lived with James’ family 
and helped raise William. Esther lived with James’ family the remainder of her life. 


To Maryland 


In the 1760's, James Jervis moved his family to Harford County, Maryland. Most of his brothers and 
cousins had moved there too. James married Elizabeth, and had three more children — Joseph, Thomas, 
and Mary. 





William grew up living in Scott's Old Fields, a plot of land that would later become the town of Bel Air, 
the county seat of Harford County, Maryland. His father James operated an inn.

Marriage to Margaret Thompson 


William married Margaret Thompson (5G) in August 1780. Margaret was the daughter of John 
Thompson and Elizabeth Gilbert Thompson. 


William and Margaret had two children during their time in Harford County. 


Move to Kentucky 


The post-Revolutionary War period brought economic hardship to Maryland and the other states. 
William’s father and several of his uncles lost everything because they couldn’t pay their debts. 


In the early 1790s, William, 32, and Margaret, 30, made the decision to move west. Most of Margaret’s 
siblings were moving too. Some of William’s cousins were moving. Most were heading to the new state 


of Kentucky. 
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Each preceding Jarvis generation had migrated west, and William and Margaret would do the same.

Life in Kentucky 


William and Margaret settled on a farm in Pendleton County. 
Like their forebears, William and Margaret were pioneers, 
among the earliest settlers in their new land. 


They built a log house from trees on their farm. They cleared an 
area for a subsistence garden. They raised pigs, chickens, sheep, 
and cows to supply food and clothing. 


They were a five hour walk from the nearest town of Falmouth, 
so they didn’t often visit to buy manufactured goods. 





There were no roads near their farm. Early settlers 
were appointed to lay out and clear roads, many of 
which are today’s farm-to-market roads. William and 
his neighbors created these roads.

William died in January 1823. He was 62. William and Margaret had lived in Kentucky since about 1792. 
When William died in 1823, they had been in Kentucky for 31 years. 


In Pendleton County court February 1823, William’s sons James, 29, and Gilbert, 25, were granted 
administration of his estate. William’s inventory of goods was very modest. 
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Goodbye William. Your legacy will live on through your children and grandchildren. 
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Nibbles Extra Credit 


We don’t know William’s cause of death. It could have been natural causes or accident. But it’s more 
likely that he died of disease, the leading cause of death. 


Diseases and mortality 


Beginning in the autumn of 1792, Cincinnati citizens and Northern Kentucky settlers were battling 


a smallpox epidemic that would prove more deadly than any other hardship that came with living in 
the area. 


Our Rich History: Epidemics in 19th Century Cincinnati/Northern Kentucky 


Besides smallpox, there was influenza and typhoid. Any of these diseases could be fatal; but at 


minimum were frightful and a setback for the family. 


This spring | was attacked with a fever, and was very bad; after | had got some better, but not yet able to 
work, | heard of one of my horses at Harrison’s station. | went after him, and upon my return home, it 
rained almost the whole day. | got very wet, and took a relapse, and was worse than I was at first. This 
put me back so much with my work, that | got but four acres planted. 


Spencer Records' Memoir of the Ohio Valley Frontier 


William's neighbor Dennis Conyers had died just eight months earlier. Both men had been assigned 
road work just a few years earlier, so it's reasonable to think they didn't have debilitating chronic 


ailments. 


Perhaps William Jarvis and Dennis Conyers died of Milk Sickness. Abe Lincoln's mother did. 


Milk Sickness 


Widow Clarke's, twenty-eight miles; she informed us, many of the people in the neighbourhood were 
sick, from drinking milk. The cows eat some poisonous herb, in their uncontrolled ranges, which not only 
affects their milk, but gives them tremblings and the staggers; calves that suck are affected the same 
way, and often die. This account was confirmed by several farmers. 


Journal of Travels in the United States - 1818 - John Palmer 


"Milk Sickness", by definition, is poisoning by milk from cows that have eaten the White Snakeroot plant. 
"Milk Sickness" usually develops when a person drinks milk from an affected cow. 


Often the disease is fatal. 
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In the fall of 1818, nearly two years after Thomas Lincoln had 
moved his family to the Little Pigeon Creek settlement in 
Southern Indiana, Abraham’s mother became desperately ill 
after caring for some neighbors who were sick. Nancy Hanks 
Lincoln died of “Milk Sickness” about two weeks later 

on October 5, 1818. 


White Snakeroot - The Plant that Killed Abraham Lincoln's Mother 





White Snakeroot 
The week before, Nancy's aunt and uncle, Thomas and Elizabeth 


Sparrow, who had migrated to Indiana and lived near the Lincolns, also died of the disease. 


Hoosiers and the American Story 


Doctors and treatment 


There was a doctor in Falmouth — Dr. Monroe. 


There had been a Dr. Monroe here many years before this date. 
He came here in 1792, and was the first practicing physician in 
Pendleton County, to my knowledge. At that time he had two 
brothers who resided here — one a surveyor and the other a 
Baptist preacher. 





When Falmouth Was a Babe in Swaddling Clothes - Dr. H. C. Clark 


We've met Dr. Monroe's brother Rev. Alexander Monroe - the Baptist preacher who married three of 
the Jarvises. Recall that Falmouth was four or five hours from the Jarvis farm, so Dr. Monroe was 
probably only called for serious maladies. 


And there were folk cures, perhaps administered from an "Indian doctor." 


25th July, Friday — Indian Doctor. We conversed with a farmer on the road, who told us "his son was sick, 
and he was going to the Indian doctor, who he had heard was very skilful." He had to perform a journey 
of above sixty miles. From his conversation we learnt that the country people placed great confidence 

in these generally ignorant fellows, who compose medicines of herbs; and prey upon the credulity of the 
natives, draining their pockets and no doubt "killing at least as many as they cure." Though termed 
Indian doctors they are whites; it is because they practise after the Indians manner, that they are so 
called.

Indiana opened to settlement 


The Northwest Territory was a huge tract of land west of 
Pennsylvania, north of the Ohio River, and west to the Mississippi. 
It was the home to Native American tribes. By 1800, encroaching 
settlement had caused armed conflict. Native American tribes were 
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Southwest Territory 





Northwest Territory 


American settlement began 
before 1800 and increased substantially after the War of 1812, 
when Native Americans were removed from their lands.

The Land Act of 1796 


An Act providing for the Sale of the Lands of the United States, in the territory northwest of the river 
Ohio, and above the mouth of Kentucky river... 


Land Act of 1796 
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After the Revolutionary War, Congress was deeply in debt. It used the sale of government lands in the 
west to generate revenue. The Land Act of 1796 was created to encourage western settlement. The 
Act was modified over the years to make land acquisition easier and cheaper. 


In 1820, the minimum parcel size was reduced to 80 acres, and the minimum price to $1.25 per acre. 
So a settler could buy a piece of land for $100. 


Cheap land was available. Lots of it. 





Settlers from the Upland South 


Most of Indiana’s early settlers were from the North Carolina Piedmont and the Upland 


South (Kentucky, North Carolina, Virginia, and Tennessee). These populations usually came to Indiana 
via the Ohio River or along overland routes. 


Settlement of Southern Indiana - Lincoln Boyhood Historic Resource Study 


The Jarvises and their neighbors were 
among those from the Upland South who 
were the earliest Indiana settlers. They 
already lived close, within 50 miles of 
southern Indiana. 
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Along the north side of the Ohio River, new counties were being formed. One source said that Indiana 
filled up like a drinking glass, from bottom to top. When Indiana was admitted as a state in 1816, most 


of the residents were along the southern boundary. 


Jarvises, Conyers, and Robinsons move 
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By 1820, three of the Jarvis siblings had moved to Indiana. They first settled near Allenville in 
Switzerland County, just across the Ohio River from Pendleton County, Kentucky. 


e James and Mariah Elder Jarvis 
e Armit and Malinda Jarvis Robinson 
e Joseph and Margaret Jarvis Robinson 


After William Jarvis died in 1823, two more Jarvis siblings moved to Indiana, including our grandparents 


Harvey and Sarah Jarvis. 


e Harvey and Sarah Robinson Jarvis (4G) 
e William and Elizabeth Jarvis Conyers 


By 1830, five of the Jarvis siblings were living 
in Indiana. 
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Three of the four other Jarvis siblings moved away from Pendleton County. 


e Parker Jarvis moved to Illinois by 1820, then spent his later life in Louisville 
e Gilbert moved to Shelby County Kentucky, just east of Louisville 
e Absalom and Susannah Jarvis Robinson moved to central Ohio 


John and Sarah Jarvis Hazlewood stayed in Pendleton/Grant County on their farm near William and 
Margaret’s farm on Fork Lick Creek. 


After William Jarvis died in 1823, Margaret moved into the household of her daughter Sarah Jarvis 
Hazlewood and lived there for many years. John Hazlewood probably worked the Jarvis farm. 


Jarvis world 


Those that moved to Indiana helped build new communities, farmed, worked, and had lots of children. 
The Jarvis, Conyers, and Robinson families were numerous and well-known. 


For the next three generations, our grandparents lived within a 20 mile circle centered on the 
intersection of five counties — Ripley, Dearborn, Ohio, Switzerland, and Jefferson. 





Family Nibbles 


A land patent 


By the mid-1820s, some of the Jarvis and Conyers 
and Robinson settlers got land patents. 


Let’s look at a patent for James Jarvis, Harvey’s 
older brother. 


The 1825 patent refers to “An Act providing for 
the sale of the Lands of the United States, in 
the Territory north-west of the Ohio, and 
above the mouth of the Kentucky River.” 


James had acquired 160 acres in the southeast 
corner of Ripley County, Indiana, just a mile east 
of the village of Cross Plains.

PLSS vs. Metes and Bounds 


The land description on James Jarvis' patent is "the Northwest quarter of Section twenty-four, in 
Township Six (North), Range twelve (East) containing one hundred and sixty acres." 


What's Section twenty-four? What's Township Six? What happened to the descriptions that we're used 
to seeing, like "Beginning at two sugar trees, and dogwood thence east 200 poles to three large 
white oak...?” 


It's Metes and Bounds vs. the PLSS. 


Metes and Bounds 


The system of metes and bounds to describe real estate had been used in the United States and 
England for centuries. 
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Here’s the metes and bounds description of William and Margaret Jarvis’ farm in Pendleton County, 
Kentucky in 1813: 


^..in Pendleton County out of Moody's Survey lying being, Situate on Fork Lick Creek, a branch 
of the south fork of the Licking, and bounded as follows, viz:... Beginning at two sugar trees, and 
dogwood thence east 200 poles to three large white oak thence north 80 poles to three black 
oak saplings thence west 200 poles to two white oaks and black oak in Conyers line thence 
south with the said line 80 poles to the beginning.” 
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PLSS — Public Land Survey System 


The Public Land Surveying System (PLSS) is a way of subdividing and describing land in the United 
States. Its surveys create townships, sections, etc. It was begun in 1795 to map the vast lands west of 
the original colonies. 


The lands in Ohio and the Northwest Territory were the first in the US to be surveyed and sold using 
the PLSS

Surprisingly, the old metes and bounds system 
wasn't replaced by PLSS. In fact, there were 
several other systems that are still in use.

Texas doesn't use it. Parts of California and many 
Indian Reservations don't use it. Who knew?

Harvey Jarvis and Sarah Elizabeth Robinson (4G) married in 
Pendleton County, Kentucky in 1822. Harvey was 19, Sarah was 20. 


Sarah’s nickname was Sallie. 


Three of Sarah’s siblings had married three of Harvey’s siblings. 
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Armit Robinson Joseph Robinson Absalom Robinson 
Malinda Jarvis Margaret Jarvis Susannah Jarvis Sometime after 1822, Harvey and Sarah 


moved to Ripley County, Indiana. 





Harvey’s brother James was already there, as were Harvey’s two sisters Malinda and Margaret who 
were married to Sarah’s two brothers Armit and Joel Joseph Robinson. 


In 1825, Harvey and Sarah were age 22. They were living in Ripley County, Indiana. Harvey was working 
as a stone mason. 


A son James Parker was born in 1827. Another son William Conner followed in 1829.

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In the 1830 census for Ripley County, Indiana, Harvey and Sarah Jarvis were living near their siblings 
Joseph and Margaret Jarvis Robinson. 


The census for Harvey Jarvis’ family listed 2 males under age ten. Those were sons James Parker, age 3, 
and William Conner, age 1. 


The census listed one male and one female, ages twenty to thirty. Those are Harvey and Sarah. They 
were both 27, born in 1803. 


Five of the Jarvis siblings were living within a few miles of each other. And their extended in-law 
families Robinson, Conyers, and Benham were living there too. 


Where were they living? 


We don’t have any land deeds for Harvey and Sarah in the 1820s, so they were probably renting a 
farm. But where? 


We can see from the census that they were in Ripley County, and living near Joseph and Margaret 
Robinson. But where? The 1830 census doesn’t mention the township or give any other details. But it 
does list others on the same page. Presumably, the other families on the same page are living nearby. 
If we can locate any of those other families, we can get an idea where Harvey and Sarah were living. 


We can use a map of Ripley County land patents. It shows the name and location of those who got 
original land patents, most of which were issued in the 1820s and 1830s. 
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Map of land patents — highlighting 1830 Census neighbors of Harvey and Sarah Jarvis 
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We found some land patents whose owners were listed on the same census page with Harvey and 
Sarah — John Hunter, John Grimes, James Blair, James Wright, and David Osborn. The census taker 
enumerated them on the same date, which often implies that they live in the same proximity. 


| think we can assume that the Jarvises and the Robinsons were renting farms a few miles east or 
southeast of Versailles. 


A lot in Versailles, Indiana 


In 1831, Harvey and Sarah bought lot 106 in Versailles for 
$12. Versailles is the county seat of Ripley County. 


Ed. Note: Versailles is pronounced ‘vuhr-sales’, 
not ‘vurh-sigh’. It's in Indiana, not France. 
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Deed — Harvey Jarvis — Lot 106 in Versailles, Indiana — 1831 


Perhaps they intended to build a house and live in Versailles. Harvey was a brick and stone mason, so 
there were more opportunities for work in a town. But that didn't happen because Harvey and Sarah 


sold the lot a year later for $13.

Sarah Jarvis Hazlewood was the only Jarvis sibling that remained near Fork Lick Creek in Pendleton 
County, Kentucky. She and her husband John Hazlewood had a bought a farm back in 1819 that was

After William Jarvis (5G) died in 1823, his wife Margaret Thompson Jarvis (5G) moved to live with Sarah

A post office opened in 1823. 


As the county seat, Versailles attracted residents, shopkeepers, and 
tradespeople.

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A Difficult Farm 1840s 


By 1840, the Jarvises had been in Indiana for over fifteen years. Their family was growing. But Harvey 
and Sarah Jarvis were not permanently settled. They were on the move. 





In 1840, Harvey and Sarah Jarvis (4G) were 37 years old. They were living near Versailles, Indiana. 
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The census listed 6 male children — 1 under age 5, 2 age 5 to 10, and 2 age 10 to 15. Harvey and Sarah 
had five sons that lived to adulthood. They must have had another son who died young. 


Additionally, there’s a reference to a daughter that died in infancy. It’s found in the papers of Violet 
Toph. 





The reference above is from the papers of Violet Toph. Ms. Toph was born in 1878 and spent her life in 
Ripley County. She compiled her lifetime accumulation of over 3,000 pages of research, interviews, and 
genealogy in 1930. 


So the complete family of Harvey and Sarah Jarvis by 1840 might look like this.

Their third child was our grandfather Joseph Jarvis (3G). In 1840 Joseph was age 10. 


Middle names and initials 


By the way, you'll notice that many Jarvis citations include their middle initial or name. Our grandfather 
Joseph shows up often as Joseph R. Jarvis. This wasn't common in earlier generations. I think it's 
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because there were so many Jarvises in the area that first names alone weren't enough to distinguish 
the person. 


So you will see James Parker Jarvis, William C (Conner) Jarvis, etc. There are many James and William 
Jarvises. 


Harvey's brother James had a son named Harvey, so some citations refer to our Harvey as Sr. and his 
nephew Harvey as Jr. Milton T. Jarvis' brother William had a son Milton S. Jarvis.

Where are they living? 


Just like the census in 1830, the 1840 Census doesn't list the township. We'll use our earlier strategy to 
search a land patent map for those names who are listed on the same census page with Harvey Jarvis. 
The land patents were granted in the 1820s and 1830s, so are close in time to the 1840 Census. 


Our search results reinforce the theory that Harvey and Sarah were living a few miles southeast of 
Versailles. We might further assume that they are living in the same place they did ten years earlier.

It seems that Harvey and Sarah had lived near Versailles for over ten years, but they were soon to 
move. 


In 1846, Harvey and Sarah bought land from Richard and Nancy May in the northeast corner of 
Jefferson County. Although the farm was in Jefferson County, it was just three miles from Cross Plains 
in Ripley County. Madison, the county seat of Jefferson County, was 15 miles away. As we shall see for 


the Jarvises, “All roads lead to Cross Plains.”

Albany in 1851 is suggestive of this emerging way of life in Indiana. It contains recipes for oysters and

In 1850, Harvey and Sarah Jarvis were 
age 47.

In 
1803, the speed of human interaction 
was the same as it had been for 
thousands of years — the rate at which a 
man or horse could travel. 


Now, in 1850, everyone took for 
granted the speed of a modern railroad 
train traveling at 15 or 20 miles per 
hour.

It’s in this context that Harvey Jarvis had been able to make 
a living from his trade as a mason.

Notice that the census lists Gilbert Jarvis as a farmer, but lists Harvey, Joseph, and William as brick 


masons. I think that's telling. Harvey and his sons weren't full-time farmers, but instead made their 


living as masons. 


Harvey and Sarah were age 47. Their five sons were grown, Milton the youngest at age 14. Lafayette, 


16, was listed as a farmer. Perhaps he worked for his cousin Gilbert on the farm. 


Joseph, 19, and William, 21, were listed as masons, like their father. 


Why was Harvey living on Gilbert's land? 


Recall that Harvey and Sarah had bought land in 1846 three miles southwest of Cross Plains in 


Jefferson County. They had assumed a five year mortgage. The use of mortgages had not been 


common in America until the mid-1800s. Modern times. 


The idea of a mortgage started in England and moved throughout the western world from 1190 onward. 


In the late 1800s and early 1900s, America's waves of immigrants increased the need for mortgages and 


affordable property. 


History of The 30 Year Mortgage - From Historic Rates To Present Time 


In 1851, Harvey and Sarah paid off the mortgage. 


They had bought the land five years 
earlier. Why weren't they living on 
their land? Why were they living on 
their nephew's land? 


Harvey wasn't a farmer. He spent 
his time working as a mason. He 
didn't need a big and difficult farm. 


Harvey and Sarah sold the land in 
1852. 85 acres to their son Joseph, 
and 39 acres to Lemuel Tague.

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School and Education 


The Indiana Constitution of 1816 laid the foundation for a modern progressive education system. 


It shall be the duty of the General assembly, as soon as circumstances will permit, to provide, by law, for 
a general system of education, ascending in a regular gradation, from township schools to a state 
university, wherein tuition shall be gratis, and equally open to all. — 1816 Indiana State Constitution, 


Article IX, Section 2 


Hoosiers and the American Story 


The Indiana school system was slow to implement. In addition, many families didn't send their children 


to school. 


The federal census of 1840 revealed that less than one-quarter of Indiana children between five and 
fifteen attended school. Additionally, about one in seven adult hoosiers could not read or write. Indiana's 


literacy ranked eighteenth among the twenty-eight states in the Union. 


Hoosiers and the American Story 


By the 1850s, the education system was joining Indiana's march to modern times. Township schools 


were becoming commonplace. The culture had changed such that most children attended school 


regularly.

Whatever the circumstance, Joseph Jarvis bought most of the difficult farm from his parents just two 
months before he married Martha.

On September 6, 1852, Joseph bought 80 acres plus 5 acres plus 1 
acre for $750. Harvey and Sarah sold the remaining of 39 acres to 
Lemuel Tague for $300. 


If we look at the land on an 1876 map, we can see where houses 
were located. Likely Joseph and Martha lived in one of these. 
Perhaps Harvey or Joseph built one of the houses. 


Note that in 1876 the 80 acres piece of the land is owned by a 
Buchanan.

The Jarvis families had come to Indiana in the early 1820s. The Buchanans were even earlier, among 


the first settlers in southeast Indiana. 


Wilson Buchanan (5G) had settled in the southwest corner or Ripley County on the county line of 
Jefferson County in the 1790s. 


By the 1850s, Indiana had undergone major changes: what was once a frontier with sparse population 
had become a developing state with several cities. In 1816, Indiana’s population was around 65,000, and 
in less than 50 years, it had increased to more than 1,000,000 inhabitants. 


History of Indiana 


In 1852, when Joseph and Martha married, the Buchanans had been in Ripley and Jefferson Counties 
for over 50 years. There were numerous Buchanan families, and the Buchanan name was found on 


many farms in the area. 





Martha’s parents were David Buchanan and Edith Ann Hankins Buchanan. 


Here’s a snippet of the Buchanan family tree. These are our grandparents. Notice that Joseph Jarvis’ 


brother James married Martha’s cousin Rebecca Buchanan. 


There is conjecture that William Buchanan (at the top of this tree) is the great-grandfather of President 
James Buchanan. There’s lots of conflicting data, so I’m including this for your interest, but take it with 


a grain of salt.

Buchanan Station / Fort Buchanan 


The 1795 Treaty of Greenville laid out the “Gore Area”, a 
triangle whose border was a line from the mouth of the 
Kentucky River north-northeast to Fort Recovery, Ohio. Six 
forts were built along that line, the southernmost being Fort 
Buchanan. 


Fort Buchanan was built in 1813 on land owned by Wilson 
Buchanan on the Ripley and Jefferson County lines. The 
Buchanans were among the builders of the fort, and they 
lived in the old blockhouses at the fort for many years. 
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Here’s an excerpt from a 1911 interview with George Buchanan, remembering Fort Buchanan and his 
friend James Jarvis, Joseph’s older brother. You can see George Buchanan and James Jarvis in the 
family tree diagram above.

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Margaret Thompson Jarvis (5G) 1762-1853 


Margaret Thompson Jarvis died on March 1, 1853. She was age 90. She led a pioneering life. 





Pioneer family at funeral 


Margaret was born Maryland in 1762, in what would become Harford County. Her parents were John 
Thompson and Margaret Gilbert Thompson. 


She lived through the Revolutionary War years. 
After the war, she married William Jarvis in 1780. 
Like many, they struggled financially in the years 
after the war. 


William and Margaret made the decision to leave 
Maryland. They moved west to the newly formed 
state of Kentucky. Margaret crossed the 
Appalachians and traveled down the Ohio River 
with her husband and two young children. She 
may have been pregnant during the journey. 





In Kentucky, they built a home from a wilderness plot of land and 
raised a family of nine children. It’s hard to imagine today. 


After William Jarvis died in 1823, Margaret stayed on their farm on 
Fork Lick Creek in Kentucky. In the 1830 census, she was living with 
daughter Sarah Jarvis Hazlewood’s family on their nearby farm. John 
Hazlewood may have farmed the Jarvis farm in addition to his own 
farm. 
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Margaret had made her home in Kentucky for over 50 years, from 1793 until 1845. In 1845, she moved 
to Indiana into the household of her daughter Malinda. 


John Hazlewood died shortly after 1850, a few years after Margaret had moved to Indiana. Sarah Jarvis 
Hazlewood moved to Illinois to live with one of her daughters, where she died in 1861. 


In 1846, Margaret’s daughter Elizabeth Jarvis Conyers conveyed a deed for William and Margaret 
Jarvis’ Pendleton County farm to Henry Dance for $10. The deed was executed in Versailles, Ripley 
County, Indiana, and later recorded in Pendleton County, Kentucky. | didn’t find any similar deed from 
the other heirs, so perhaps Elizabeth was acting on behalf of all the children.

Ed. Note: Take a moment to reflect on all the Jarvises we've met before Margaret. Hers is the 
first burial and headstone I've found of all those grandparents. 
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This cemetery apparently originally belonged to the Middle Fork of Indian Kentuck Baptist Church, which 
appears to have disbanded between 1863 and 1878. 


Churches of Indian-Kentuck Region 


The church was originally a Baptist congregation. The Benham Methodist Episcopal Church acquired 
the land in the late 1800s. The present-day church building was built in 1899.

In 1859 Joseph and Martha sold the "difficult" farm in northeast Jefferson County to John Risk for 
$1,200. They had bought that farm from parents Harvey and Sarah in 1852 for $750 just before they 


married. 
Now they were living a few miles west, near Hicks Ridge. They are likely renting a farm. 


We'll use our strategy of finding others that are listed on the same or previous or next page of the 
census. Using an 1876 map (that's 16 years later than the census), we can still find many of those 
neighbors from the 1860 census — Campbell, Thornton, Moody, Buchanan, Vestal, etc.

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The 1850s politics of slavery 


Indiana was predominantly Democratic. Most Hoosiers placed the preservation of the union higher 
than their views on slavery. In fact, many were against slavery but were prejudiced against blacks. 


The 1816 Indiana Constitution forbade slavery. But in 1851, a new constitution was drawn and ratified. 


It had a clause to exclude all negroes from the state. 


In 1851, a vote on Indiana’s new constitution included a 
separate vote on whether African Americans were to be 
excluded from the state, and this vote provided a clear measure 
of Indiana racial attitudes. Most Hoosiers did not want 

more African Americans in the state.

The Indiana Legion 


In May, just a month after the call for Union volunteers, Indiana organized its own state militia, the 
Indiana Legion. 


... thousands of men volunteered for the Indiana Legion, the reorganized state militia that primarily 
guarded the southern border of the state. 


Hoosier Soldiers in the Civil War 
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Joseph and Milton Jarvis volunteered for the Indiana Legion. Their other brothers may also have joined, 
but we don't have any citations. 


Joseph and Milton would have been members of the Jefferson County Ninth Regiment. There were ten 
companies of infantry and one of artillery. Only one infantry company was issued guns. The artillery 
company had three artillery pieces. 





In September 1861, the artillery company and the one armed infantry company were called to defend 
Louisville against attack. But the danger passed, and they returned home. 


In June 1862, this regiment was again called upon to furnish three companies of infantry for guard duty 
at Camp Morton rebel prison. The call was immediately responded to by the requisite force, which 
continued on duty for about sixty-days, and until their services were no longer required. 


Ninth Regiment, Indiana Legion - Jefferson County - Report of the Adjutant General of the State of Indiana 


Joseph and Milton Jarvis were included in this call to guard Camp Morton. 


Camp Morton 


At the beginning of the war, Indiana had no facilities for recruiting or training of soldiers. Governor 
Oliver Morton ordered a camp to be created in Indianapolis for this purpose. But by 1862, the camp 
was converted to a prison camp. 


After the Battle of Shiloh in April 1862, it was one of the Union’s most important prison camps. Most 
Confederate prisoners captured in Kentucky and Tennessee went to Camp Morton. In June 1862, a call 
was issued for volunteer militia to guard the growing number of prisoners. 


The camp was designed for 3,000, but held up to 5,000 prisoners. 
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Among the first replacements to reach Camp Morton were three Legion companies from Jefferson 


County. The men in one of these companies had volunteered unanimously, leaving their farms to look 
after themselves. 


Camp Morton 1861-1865 - Indianapolis Prison Camp 


Joseph and Milton Jarvis were among the Jefferson County militia members assigned as guards. 


They were citizen soldiers, called up for short duty of sixty or ninety days. They had farms and jobs and 
businesses at home. 


They were unaccustomed to military discipline and some weren't proficient with firearms. Many were 
farmers with fields that needed tending. Some were allowed short furloughs during harvest. 
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A Prison Break 


Toward the middle of July a stampede among the prisoners startled the town. First rumors had it that a 
hundred prisoners had escaped and fifteen or twenty had been killed. 


The removal of one of the more experienced guard regiments and the stormy, rainy night of July 14 gave 
the prisoners as good a chance for escape as they could ever hope for. 


Thirteen of the fleeing men, two of them wounded, were captured within twenty-four hours ; one poor 
soul got “tired of walking” and surrendered to a conductor on the Terre Haute line; all the rest but one 
were brought back to the camp by July 18. 


Camp Morton 1861-1865 - Indianapolis Prison Camp 


Camp Morton was known for the poor living conditions of the inmates. It was said that the prisoners at 
Camp Morton were walking skeletons, who were lucky to eat once a day. They were poorly cared for. 
Inadequate clothes, terrible sanitary facilities and close personal contact contributed to the inmates' 
short life expectancy in the prison camp. Many inmates died from diseases they incurred in the camp.

Camp Morton Prisoners — c. 1863 


In the winter, the barracks were impossible to keep clean and fuel was scarce. More than 1,700 
Confederate soldiers died there during the course of the war. 


Partial List of Prison Camps During the Civil War 
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More troops needed in 1862 


At first, volunteers for the Union Army were plentiful, but as they became more scarce, Congress passed 
the first draft law—the federal Militia Act on July 17, 1862. 


Those drafted could pay a $200 commutation fee to get out of service. Under this system, 3,003 
Hoosiers were drafted; 2,183 of these men entered the army, and the rest either ran away or were 
exempted for disabilities. 


Hoosier Soldiers in the Civil War 


Another draft in 1863 


When the 1862 militia draft proved inadequate, Congress passed the Enrollment Act on March 3, 1863. 


When the president issued a call for more troops, each state was given a quota. A draft was held only if 
a township failed to meet its quota through volunteers. In fact, the primary purpose of the draft was to 
stimulate volunteering. 


Hoosier Soldiers in the Civil War 


Every white man age 18 to 45 had to register for the draft. We find all five Jarvis brothers in the 
registration records. It’s in these records that we find that Joseph and Milton Jarvis had previously 
served as prison guards.

Morgan’s Raid 


On July 8, 1863, Confederate Col. John Hunt Morgan and his group of 
2,400 raiders seized two steamboats and crossed the Ohio River 
from Kentucky into Indiana. Morgan’s plan was to leave a path of 
destruction, free the prisoners from Camp Morton and burn 
Indianapolis. 


Governor Morton issued a call to mobilize the Indiana Legion and 
any other volunteers available in the southern part of the state. 
Thousands answered the call.

Morgan was moving into their counties and townships.

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The Legion was poorly equipped, each man usually bringing his own musket or shotgun. And it was 
mostly infantry, a poor match to keep up with Morgan's fast-moving cavalry.

On July 10, Morgan rode north to Salem, looting and burning the railroad depot and two bridges. He 
extorted $1,000 from three local millers. 
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While dining at a local hotel, Morgan received the shattering news of two thundering blows to the 
Confederacy, the loss at Gettysburg and the fall of Vicksburg. 


The Battles of Corydon and Gettysburg are generally acknowledged as the only two “battles” fought on 
Northern soil, and took place only days apart.

Morgan's Raid Through Ripley County 
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From Versailles the raiders moved to Milan and Pierceville. Stragglers spread throughout the entire 
county, looking for horses, food and valuables. 


Morgan's Raid Through Ripley County 
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On July 14, Morgan crossed into Ohio. By then, Union troops were trailing him and gunboats along the 


Ohio River were dispatched to block his escape. Over several skirmishes, Morgan and most of his men 
were captured. 


During his raid, Morgan and his men captured and paroled about 6,000 Union soldiers and militia, 
destroyed 34 bridges, disrupted the railroads at more than 60 places, and diverted tens of thousands of 
troops from other duties. He spread terror throughout the region, and seized thousands of dollars worth 
of supplies, food, and other items from local stores, houses, and farms.

Most of Morgan's captured troops were taken to Camp Morton. Morgan and his officers were taken to 


the Ohio State Penitentiary, where they made a daring escape in November. Morgan was killed a year 
later in Tennessee.

Indiana ranked second among the states in terms of the percentage of its men of military age who 
served in the Union army. Indiana contributed 208,367 men, roughly 15 percent of the state's total 
population to serve in the Union army, and 2,130 to serve in the navy. Most of Indiana's soldiers were 
volunteers.

Over 24,416 Hoosiers were killed or died during their service. More than twice that number returned to 
the state bearing disfiguring and debilitating wounds and scars.

Camps were not safe places. One of the best known facts about the Civil War is that approximately two 
soldiers died of disease, accidents, and other non-battle related causes for every soldier who died in 
battle. It is not so well known that the proportion of battle deaths to disease and other non-battle 
related deaths could vary widely from state to state. It appears that men from predominantly rural 
states were more susceptible to death from disease. 


Indiana, which was 91.2 percent rural in 1860, had approximately 2.5 disease and other non-battle 
related deaths for every one battle death (7,243 battle deaths, 17,785 non-battle 

deaths). Massachusetts, which was approximately 59.5 percent urban in 1860, had fewer men die of 
disease and other non-battle related causes than men who died in battle.

My mother had many eclectic interests, like books, 
cooking, sports, English language, and Italy. She also 
liked history and antiques. She had an eye for interesting 
and unique objects. 


Growing up in Salina, Kansas, | remember accompanying 
my mom on visits to antique stores like Fink’s and 
Hindman’s. One of her interesting finds was a letter 
written by a Civil War soldier to his sister. She acquired it 
sometime in the early 1960s. | don’t know where. 





We kids always called it “The Civil War Letter.” Over the years we would mention it occasionally. 
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The Civil War letter 
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After my mom died, the letter ended up with her papers in boxes and tubs in my basement. When | 


moved several years ago, | came across the letter. It’s now in a file folder in my desk, so | know where 
it is. 


As | was writing about the Civil War in Indiana recently, | decided to re-read the Civil War letter. | was 
hoping it would offer some context and inspiration. And it did. 


Dear Sister Beca 


On September 24, 1862, Henry Elwell wrote to his sister Beca from his camp near Louisville. 





Henry was in Louisville, on the Kentucky side of the Ohio River. 


Was there anything big going on in Louisville in late September 1862? Well, yes. Louisville was under 
threat of imminent attack. 
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With the Confederate army under Bragg preparing to attack Louisville, the citizens of Louisville panicked. 
On September 22, 1862, General Nelson issued an evacuation order: “The women and children of this city 
will prepare to leave the city without delay.”

The 80th had been 
organized in Centralia, Illinois and mustered into service on August 25, 1862. It was ordered to 
Louisville on September 4. 


Henry was from Washington County, Illinois. He'd been in service for one month when he wrote to 
Becca.

In 1860, Henry was age 17, Becca 19. Sister Mary was 12. Lizzie must be a nickname for Sarah, 7, or 
Martha, 6. Henry's father is John C. Elwell, age 53. No mother is listed. 


There's no mention of Thomas Laswell or James Pickens, but there is a farm laborer Thomas Carrick. 


Henry Elwell was born September 20, 1842 in Washington County, Illinois. His letter to Becca was 
written four days after his 20th birthday.

But 
instead the Confederate army defeated the Union army at the battle of Richmond, Kentucky just a 
few weeks earlier. 


On August 28, Bragg’s army moved west. At the Battle of Richmond, Kentucky, on August 30, Smith’s 
Confederate forces defeated Union General William “Bull” Nelson’s troops, capturing the entire force. 
This left Kentucky with no Union support.

Excitement in the city continued to run high. A dispatch dated September 24 read: "An attack expected 
to-night or to-morrow. Buell close upon enemy's rear. Pontoon bridge being built to move over if 


necessary."

A soldier in the Union army was most likely a slim young man a little 
over 5'8" tall with brown hair and blue eyes. He was probably a farmer 
and a Christian. 


Common viruses and infections included typhoid fever, malaria, 
pneumonia, tuberculosis, pox (both small and chicken), scarlet fever, 
measles, mumps and whooping cough. 


Camp provided a soldier's first test of survival, especially for men from 
rural precincts. Verdant pastures became a muddy mess in no time 
under the feet of thousands of soldiers and horses. With little 
understanding of sanitation, camps were notoriously nasty abodes; lice 
were rampant, and dysentery, often caused by impure drinking water, 
killed more men than enemy bullets. 


Once enlisted and encamped, a recruit soon learned that his time was 





no longer his own. Day and night, he was under orders, a shift that A Federal Soldier 
required constant practice and discipline.

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The 80th was organized at Centralia, Illinois, and 
mustered in on August 25, 1862. Henry had enlisted on 
August 1, for a term of three years. He was just one 
month into his term. 


After stopping Bragg’s attack on Louisville, the 80th 
Infantry pursued the Confederate army south through 
Kentucky and into Tennessee. 


On October 1, the Union army marched out of Louisville 
with sixty thousand men.

This army was under the command of General Buell. The 
80th Illinois was part of this force. 


On October 8, 1862, Buell and Bragg fought at Perryville, 
Kentucky. Bragg’s 16,000 men attacked Buell’s 60,000 
men. Federal forces suffered 845 dead, 2,851 wounded 
and 515 missing, while the Confederate toll was 3,396. 


Bragg decided to leave Kentucky and head for Tennessee.

March 20, the Brigade of 1,500 men and two pieces of artillery, while on a scout, was attacked by John

He was 20 
years old. 


Henry’s body was returned to his family, and 
buried in Masonic Cemetery, Nashville, 
Washington County, Illinois.

Rebecca Elwell 


Rebecca Sawyer Elwell was born July 28, 1840 on a farm south of Nashville, Washington County, 
Illinois. Her parents were John Craft and Amanda Tabitha Elwell. 


On April 2, 1862, Rebecca married Hugh Morrison, a local teacher. A month later the couple moved to 
Salina, Kansas. 


Henry had written his letter to Becca in Kansas. That's why he included news of their family in Illinois. 


Hugh Morrison 


Hugh Hiel Morrison was born August 6, 1836 on a farm in near Rising Sun, Ohio County, Indiana. 


Ed. Note: Rising Sun is where Joseph and Martha Jarvis and some of their children lived in the 
1880s. Small world. 


Hugh's father was Rev. A.A. Morrison. His mother was Nancy Beaty Morrison. 
Ed. Note: Newton Jarvis married Sarah Beaty near Rising Sun, Indiana in 1879. Small world. 


In 1859, Hugh Morrison had gone west to the Territory of Kansas, settling in Saline County. He was one 
of the first residents of the town of Salina, Kansas. 


In late 1861, Hugh moved to Nashville, Illinois for a one-year job as a schoolteacher. It was there that 
he met and married Rebecca Sawyer Elwell. 


In May 1862, shortly after they married, Hugh and Rebecca moved back to Salina, Kansas. There they 
made their lifelong home. They were among the earliest residents. 
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The Morrisons claimed a farm on the southwest edge of Salina, which soon became enveloped in the 
growing town. Their land extended west of Ninth Street between Iron and Crawford Streets. It became 
the Morrison Addition to the town of Salina. The Morrison house was at 514 South Ninth Street. 


Hugh’s sister Nancy married Robert Crawford, who claimed an adjacent farm. Crawford Street is 
named after them. 


Hugh Morrison taught the first public school in Salina. He was a member of the Kansas State Militia 
during the Civil War and served on the Kansas frontier against Indian raids.

While | was researching Henry Elwell’s Civil War letter and Becca and Hugh Morrison, | noticed that 
much of that family’s online research had been done by a Jean Plummer. And | found that a Morrison 
granddaughter, Winifred Grace Morrison, had married a Plummer. Hmmm... 


| sent a brief email to the online Jean Plummer. 
I’m writing because it looks like you're related to Hugh H Morrison and Rebecca Elwell Morrison. | have 
two 1860s letters to Rebecca — one from Hugh and one from Rebecca’s brother Henry. 

| got a prompt reply: 
Hello Mark, thank you for the message. How are you related ?? 


Hugh & Rebecca Elwell Morrison had eleven children. Out of the eleven only two married and from the 
two that married only one had a child. My husband’s mother. Winifred Grace Morrison born in Salina 
Kansas. 


Bingo! Jean Plummer’s husband, Robert Elwell Plummer, was directly descended from Hugh Morrison 
and Becca Elwell Morrison. 


| explained and sent Jean “The Civil War Letter” story. She replied. 
My dear Mark... you have no idea how much these letters mean to myself, my husband and his children. 


My husband had one younger brother who passed in 2009 so he is the only one of his family left. He has 
three children and 5 grandchildren to share this wonderful info with. 


You have really given us a great blessing and made our hearts very happy. My husband started with very 
little info on his Morrison family and have some wonderful treasures, thanks to people like you. | hope 
your mom knew what a blessing she found.

After lots of correspondence and trading family histories, we sent Henry’s original letter to the 
Plummers. It’s now back in the family. Henry has certainly created a lasting legacy. Look how far he’s 
traveled and how many lives he’s touched. After 160 years he’s still connecting with us and with newly- 
discovered members of his family. 
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A Look Back 


The Civil War ended on May 9, 1865. The country was about to enter a 
period of prosperity and expansion. 


But before we go forward, let's take a look back at where we've been. 





We began this series after the 
Revolutionary War. We'll end after the Civil 
War. 


Between those two conflicts, a lot had 
happened to our Jarvis grandparents. They 
uprooted their families, left their parents 
and hometowns, and went west. They 
found opportunities and hardships, met 
successes and failures. 





These historic events are bookends to the everyday lives our Jarvis ancestors lived 
between them. 


They were witness to the wave of civilization sweeping westward across the county. They went from 
almost total self-sufficiency on the Kentucky frontier to shopping in general stores that sold window 
glass, canned food, and factory-made clothing. They experienced amazing technological miracles — the 
telegraph, steamboat, railroad, and steel plow. 


We have their census records, deeds, and death notices. We can view their lives through the prism of 
citations and history and current events of their times. But we can’t know their thoughts or dreams or 
fears. 


Wouldn't it be great to be able to meet them in person and experience their lives for a while. 
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William and Margaret Jarvis (5G) 


William Jarvis and Margaret Thompson had come of age during the American Revolution. It was the 
beginning of a new experiment, the republic of United States. 


William and Margaret grew up in Harford County, Maryland. They married in 1780 just as the war was 
ending. 


After the war, many residents suffered financial hardships and lack of opportunities to acquire land. 
William and Margaret made the decision to leave Maryland and go west into unsettled frontier. 
Around 1792 they made the journey over the Appalachians and down the Ohio River to the new state 
of Kentucky. 
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They were the fourth generation of Jarvises in America to migrate westward. 


They built a log house, cleared some land, and forged a life in 
Pendleton County, Kentucky. This was the pioneer era in 
Kentucky. There were no roads, schools, or churches. Almost 
everything the family required was grown, raised, or made at 
home. 
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William and Margaret had a family of nine children.

As their children came of age, they faced 
many of the same issues in Kentucky that 
William and Margaret had dealt with in 
Maryland. Most of the farmland had been 
claimed over several decades of settlement, 
and there wasn’t enough land on the family 
farm to split among grown children and their 
new families. 





In the 1820s, the children had grown, married, and once again emigrated west, most to Indiana. 


William Jarvis died in January 1823 at age 62. Margaret stayed on the farm for a while and then moved 
into her daughter Sarah’s household. 


Around 1846 Margaret moved to Indiana and lived with the family of her daughter Malinda Robinson. 
Margaret died in 1853 at age 90, and was buried in Benham, Indiana. 
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The era of William and Margaret had come to an end. But they left a large legacy. 


In addition to our direct ancestors, there were siblings and cousins. Plenty of them. Look at the fan 
chart of William and Margaret’s children and grandchildren and their spouses. Nine children and 61 
grandchildren!

| know you can't read the names, but it's an amazing view of the progeny of just two people in two 
succeeding generations. Those highlighted in red lived within that "Jarvis World" circle around Cross 
Plains, Indiana. 


Harvey Jarvis and Sarah Robinson (4G) 


Harvey Jarvis was the youngest of William and Margaret’s children. He was born in 1803 in a log cabin 
on a farm by Fork Lick Creek in Pendleton County, Kentucky. 


Sarah Robinson was born in 1802, a member of a large group of Robinson families in Pendleton 
County. The Jarvises and Robinsons made for convenient marriage candidates. Four Jarvis siblings 
married four Robinson siblings. 
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Harvey and Sarah married in 1822, both age 20. Shortly after, they joined several of their siblings in 
moving to southeastern Indiana. 


Harvey was a stone and brick mason, having learned the trade from his father William. Several of 
Harvey’s brothers also learned masonry. 


In Indiana, Harvey and Sarah raised a family of seven children, five of which survived to adulthood.

Joseph and Martha married November 20, 1852 in Jefferson County, Indiana. They lived on a farm in 
the Shelby Township, Jefferson County, just a few miles from the town of Cross Plains in Ripley County. 


Joseph, like his father and 
several brothers, was a Ti 3G 
brick mason. 


By 1865, Joseph and 
Martha had four children. 
They would have four 
more in the coming years. 





Newton Jarvis (2G) 


Newton Jarvis was the second child of Joseph and Martha Jarvis. He was born October 2, 1855 in 
Jefferson County, Indiana. In 1865, Newton was nine years old and living with his parents.
